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FIRST PETER MARSHALL SERMON 


‘Whai We Have Seen, 
Declare We Unio You...

EVERY MAN in public life, every speaker who takes the rostrum, 
every preacher who mounts the pulpit, has certain reticences. 

The modern preacher, particularly, hesitates to inject person- 
alities into his preaching. He is reticent about using illustrations 
out of his own experience or that of his congregation. But the 
apostolic preachers and writers observed no such restraints. Their 
sermons were full of their own experiences. 

“What we have seen and heard, declare we unto you,” they said. 

They never tired of telling what the Lord had done for them 
. -- What they had been before ... what they were now... and in 
the simple telling there was power—sheer power. 

Lately, I have had-a feéling of compulsion to tell my own story 
once again. 

In my story, Peter Marshall is not glorified, but the Lord. As 
a matter of fact, as I think back over the evidences of the Lord’s 
guidance in my own life, I feel ashamed that my faith is not a more 
Yadiant, contagious thing. His hand has very evidently been upon 
me, and I should be a better man because of it. 

It is with the prayer that what I have to say might 
help others, and at the same time lead me to a more complete 
surrender, that I tell you the experiences of a boy who was 
born within nine miles of the city of Giasgow, in‘ the land of 
John Knox, Walter Scott, and Rabbie Burns. 

I never knew my father, as other boys know their father, for he 
died when I was four, leaving my mother with two children, my 
sister being only a few months old. Three years after my father’s 
death, I acquired a stepfather, and my boyhood was profoundly af- 
fected by this new relationship. I soon learned to fear my step- 
father, for he was a jealous man with a violent temper. I[t was 
worse when he had been drinking, for he was one of those who felt 
it necessary, for business reasons, to serve alcoholic beverages at 
home to business friends and associates. 

And I know that no business contract, no order or com- 
mercial consideration can ever be worth the happiness of 
one’s home or the peace of one’s mind. 

I had few toys. Birthdays came and went unnoticed. 
had a Christmas tree. My mother’s relatives never visited us, 
it was too unpleasant after they left. 

PRAYER 

Our Father in Heaven, give us the long view of our work 
and our world. 

Help us to see that it is better to fail in a cause that will 
ultimately succeed than to succeed in a cause that will uwultt- 
mately fail.... 

May Thy will be done here, and may Thy program be carried 
out, above party and personality, beyond time and circumstance, 
for the good of America and the peace of the soul. Through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen.

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I had just turned fourteen when I ran off to join the Royal Navy. 
My career in the Navy was short-lived, for my parents secured my 
release because of my age. And then I very foolishly refused to go 
back to school, since I had told my friends I was off to sea. There 
was nothing left to do but to start working. 

I had six years of night school in technical college, and now 
had three years’ practical engineering experince, operating machines 
of all kinds. Then came the climax of an intolerable home life in 
a harangue and a violent scene when my stepfather, under the influ- 
ence of drink, gave me an ultimatum to leave the house. 

How could I have known, at this time of severe crisis in 
my life, that even this would work out to the glory of God, 
and that in the years ahead there was to be a complete recon- 
ciliation with my stepfather? At the time I was earning 38 
shillings per week, and the outlook was none too encouraging, 
‘for I had given my mother my pay envelope every pay day 
and had no money saved. I had no financial resources. 

My mother’s faith was simple and strong, and as I made plans 
to secure lodging.elsewhere, she said, .- .- 

“Dinna worry, son, the Lord will provide. 
the way.” 

Well do I remember the Monday morning I left home with my 
overalls under my arm. That very morning, after I had been at my 
machine about two hours, I was summoned to the manager’s office 
and informed that I was promoted to be a foreman of a section 
in another part of the plant, at twice the galary I had. 

Thus, from the beginning, God was providing for my material 
needs. 

That Fall, a missionary returned from China and spoke in our 
church to the young people. He was not seeking money, but vol- 
unteers for the mission field. I volunteered for foreign service. 

Correspondence with the London Missionary Society re- 
vealed that I would have to go through the university and 
have years of training. Now, I had no maney, no family to 
support me, no friends able to finance my education, and no 
means of borrowing enough. So we reached an impasse. 

The Home Mission Board then persuaded me to consider the 
ministry at home, but the same difficulties stood in the way. 

I had to continue working to support myself, and so they agreed 
that I should go on and begin studying at night, matriculating at 
Glasgow or Edinburgh University, and save as much as I could, 
with a view to entering the seminary the following year....

In the midst of my discouragements, a cousin, whom I had not 
seen for 19 years, came home from America on business. 

He sought me out and told me that it was my father who had 
helped him to emigrate to the United States. My cousin told me 
that his life had been remarkably like mine... but my father 
had paid his steamship passage to this land of opportunity. Now he 
wanted to repay the debt he owed, and since it could not be paid 
to my father, he wanted to pay it to me, by offering to enable me 
to come to America. 

I told him I had no desire to go to America and informed him of

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The FHA and the Supreme Court 


Announcement of new rules by the 

FHA regarding racial discrimination in 
housing follow, and are made necessary 
by, the recent ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the United States against restrictive 
covenants. 
« the court ruled that while oral agree- 
ments of a restrictive nature could be 
made, they would have no legal standing 
and would be valid, naturally, only so 
long as those making the oral agreement 
abided by it. 

A written agreement, in a deed or in 
a contract, restricting housing to persons 
of one race or réligion, is not legal and 
has no standing in court. 

The new ruling does not affect public 
housing. It does directly affect, however, 
the large private developments, such as 
have been, and are being, built in large 
cities, particularly New York, and which 
are guaranteed by FHA loans. Those un- 
der contract will not be affected. The

The Remarkable Story of Grady Futch 


Georgia’s cattle-growing potential, 
which has been lauded even by Texans, 
gets more national recognition in the De- 
cember issue of Country Gentleman. 


The magazine features an article, to- 
gether with color photographs, on the 
achievements of Grady Futch. who for 
three years has kept 90 head of cattle 
and 60 hogs on a 48-acre pasture on his 
Coffee County farm. 


In the West a minimum of 20 acres of 
grazing land per cow must be allowed. 


Coffee County still has the open 
range—a move to require fences having 
been beaten in an election some time ago. 
But Grady Futch fenced off his pastures 
and planted grasses and clovers on cheap 
turpentine land that ordinarily can sup- 
port a single cow on 30 acres. An acre 
of pasture now yields 500 pounds of beef 
worth about $150—not counting the hog 


or two per acre that he raises along with 
the cows. 

The extent of Mr. Futch’s accomplish- 
ment is better told, perhaps, in contrast. 
Country Gentleman says the average 
gross income of Coffee County’s 2,500 
farms is between $500 and $600. Mr. 
Futch averages $10,000. 

Grady Futch is a pioneer of better 
pasturage in that section of South Geor- 
gia. His example is credited with fur- 
nishing the spark for 14,000. acres of im- 
proved pasturage that now have been 
established in the county. Thousands of 
visitors from over the Southeast visit Mr. 
Futch’s farm every year. He is showing 
a way to better living that rapidly is 
catching’ on in the South. 

We found only one fault with Country 
Gentleman’s story of the remarkable Mr. 
Futch. It had him using “you all” when 
referring to a single person. Southerners 
don’t do that.

Crucial Situation 


Cobb County needs 110 additional classrooms 
to take care of its swelling population of chil- 
dren. Of 15 grammar schools in the county, over- 
crowding has forced 10 off the State’s accredited 
list. 

Our county must continue to get Federal aid 
if it is to keep its schools up to a minimum stand- 
ard. ; 
Those are some of the things Paul Spray- 
berry, County School Superintendent, told a con- 
gressional survey committee in Atlanta. 

The week before, the Cobb County jury had 
recommended school bonds and school consolida- 
tion to help meet the crisis. 

Consolidation! Ah, there’s the key. 

More classrooms, better schools, better equip- 
ment, more teachers — that’s all going to take 
money. Some of the cash must come from Fed- 
eral sources, more of it could be raised locally if 
we tried real hard. 

But let’s merge small schools into larger units 
and stop spreading school funds so thin. 

Let’s take those 110 classrooms, if we can get 
them, and put them in larger clusters. 

Let’s have bigger schools and better schools, 
but fewer of them, and see to it then that the ones 
we do have stay accredited.—Cobb County Times. 


Cotton Crop Suffered 


It is regrettable that the cotton-growing areas 
in Georgia suffered greatly and the production 
has been cut sharply on account of weather con- 
ditions and the boll weevil and other insects and 
causes this year. In the greater part of Georgia 
farmers depend largely on the cotton crop. In 
fact, it is the larger crop of all and when a cot- 
ton crop failure comes it means a great loss to 
the farmers. It is unfortunate that a great many 
other crops cannot be grown as successfully as 
many crops in South Georgia. Of course, in Mid- 
dle and North Georgia there are some products 
that do thrive splendidly and they are not so 
suited to South Georgia. There are peaches and 
apples and many vegetables that are grown in 
those sections and they mean money to the grow- 
ers, but their main product is cotton and as stated, 
when the crop is short they lose greatly. This 
year the loss runs into millions and the cotton 
growers are sympathized with by many people. 
Let us hope that next year will be a better one 
with those who depend largely on cotton. 

It is well to diversify as much as possible in 

the State. The farmers in Middle and 
North. Georgia live as well as those in South 
Georgia, but this section has advantage in the 


© 
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production of tobacco and perhaps other crops, 
but every part of the State has different advan- 
tages and there is no better place to live than in 
Georgia.—Adel News. 


The Bed-Sheet Racket 


Elsewhere in this issue is the story reporting 
that the U. S. Treasury has dipped into the Kian 
pockets. for $17,000 in taxes levied on the Associa- 
tion of Georgia Klans from 1944 through 1948. 
The Internal Revenue Department has also col- 
lected $40,000 in back income taxes from the es- 
tate of the late Dr. Samuel Green, Grand Dragon, 
who died a few months ago. How many Klan 
members could pay $40,000 in taxes? 

The actual amount of money these grand 
dragons, Kruds and Duds collect from the gullible 
members can never be known; but it is certain 
that the amount the Government claims for taxes 
is only a small portion of the whole take.

A New High—or Low 


We are always for States’ rights as long as 
States exercise the rights they have, but up in 
Rome, Ga., a good example of misplaced States’ 
rights is occurring in the Federal trial of a Dade 
County sheriff, three of his deputies and eight 
other persons for mob violence. 

The 12 defendants are charged with partici- 
pating in the flogging of seven Negroes by robed 
and hooded men presumed to be Klansmen, since 
some cross-burning occurred before the Negroes 
were molested. 

According to some of the victims, the sheriff 
was present during the cross-burning and the flog- 
ging, but refused protection of the victims, despite 
their pleas. 

The strange and, we believe, unprecedented 
feature of the trial is that of a representative of 
the Georgia Bureau of Investigation appearing as 
a witness for the defense to refute the testimony 
offered by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Or it is strange that the GBI is used in such a 
manner, since the late Dr. Samuel Green’s suc- 
cessor as Imperial Wizard once headed the GBI?

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There Was a 
Fire the Other Day 


There was a fire the other day in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulchre at Jerusalem, the first 
‘ since 1808. 

There is the most curious church in the world—& church of 
—_ chapels, of many jewels, decorations and sects, of many 
euds. 

After the seige of Jerusalem by Titus in 70 AD, in which the 
hills were covered with crucified dead until the stench of them 
was almost overpowering to the Romans; after the sack of Jeru- 
salem, in which the blood of the starving population ran “fetlock 
deep” on the horses; after it was ended the people came back to 
their homes and to a destroyed city. (Jerusalem has been destroyed 
five times since THE crucifixion.) 

For about 60 years the famous Tenth Legion camped on the 
edge of Jerusalem’s ruins. Now and then one may buy a tile of 
the Legion, dug up in some excavations there. 


Again In 130 AD, Hadrian had to put down a rebellion. More 

than half a million persons were killed. The leader of 

the revolt was put to death by being torn to pieces by a huge rake, 

with sharp teeth, they being heated white hot before each tearing. 

The new Roman city went up, including a temple to Venus. 

It reportedly was built on the hill Golgotha, or Calvary. But no 
one knows for sure. The actual identity of the hill is lost. 

It was 365 years after the crucifixion of Christ 
Discovery before Constantine ordered the site found and 
the church built. The temple to Venus was torn down. It was 
assumed the Romans built their church on Golgotha to offend the 
existing Christians, but it is merely supposition, however logical. 
At any rate, when the stone temple was torn down, it was an- 
nounced the tomb of Christ had been discovered. 

Constantine, conquered by the cross, had a great rotunda built 
over the spot. Discovery of old walls and the fact that we know 
Golgotha lay “without the walls” confuse the issue. 
Meaning There were not many Christians at the time of the 

Crucifixion. There is no doubt but that the zealots 
of the time sought to use Jesus in their political plot, and that the 
Sadduccees, who were the collaborators with the occupying 
Romans, discovered the plot, and urged on the arrest and Cruci- 
fixion. There was very likely not many left after the thousands 
of dead at Jerusalem to fix any site. There is no record of it and 
= — effort for 365 years until Constantine’s mission did 

e job. 

Anyhow, it is not important. What is important is what hap- 
pened. | 
The Church Basically, the church is a great round dome, or 

So it seems on entering. The tomb, or what is 
believed to be the tomb, is in the center beneath the dome. There 
are a series of chapels built on it. Some are quite large. One is built 
down below the others. The church is gloomy and musty, smell- 
ing of stale and fresh incense. There are many corridors and 
passages, dark and gloomy.

There 
are Greek and Armenian priests, Roman and Coptic: Russian and 
Ethiopian priests. Theré are the plain robes of the Franciscans, 
and the dazzling garments of the Greeks.

Editor Constitution: Yes, my dear, you have 
several reasons for our gripes. A young 
doctor does have a long education, and expensive, 
too. And years of internship. | And much 
preachment from the faculty “to specialize.” 
But when he goes into med school, there are 
several hundred other boys who are turned away, 
and he goes in with his eyes wide open. And 
when he married before he was financially inde- 
pendent, you were probably wifling. So it’s his 
choice of a profession, and your choice of mar- 
riage. . 

Now, the “eountry” and the “city” are not 
too different. Specialists in the city have pa- 
tients who cannot pay high fees, and he makes 
a low fee for them. He has other patients who 
cannot pay at all, and he operates for free. 
He has others who can pay and don’t. Just like 
the country doctor. He is more able to control 
his working hours than the country doctor, be- 
cause there are other doctors, clinics and hos- 
pitals to help take the load. He does have diag- 
nostic facilities his country brother does not 
always have. Yes, his life is easier. But from 
my knowledge of doctors in several smal! towns, 
the percentage of rural doctors who become more 


than reasonably well to do is higher than urban, 


physicians. 

Equipment companies are always ready to 
supply a young doctor with his initial needs ‘on 
credit.” If he is an earnest young man with a 
reputation of meeting his obligations, 1 don't 
believe that he would have trouble in borrowing 
what he needs to carry him for a few months. 
Now no businessman asks more than that. 


And now to the real wealth—the love and 
respect, and almost worship that is bestowed in 
full measure on the “family” doctor. The place 
of prestige his wife has, and opportunities for 
friendships that enrich and endure. 


Working and loving your neighbor are old 
American customs. They are practiced in the 
country and a country doctor and his wife both 
work. Work hard. Could that be one of the 
reasons so many stay in the city for “group prac- 
tice” and “specialties”? Another American cus- 
tom is for a young man to stand on his own feet 
and help himself get started. When a commu- 
nity subsidizes a doctor, or an industry, it is tak- 
ing a step toward socialism. The American Medi- 
cal Association is fighting socialized medicine, 
so that your young man will have an opportunity 
to make his own fortune in his own way. Don't 
you think it is a dangerous ideology to suggest 
that a community that can make your husband 
rich in the American way step over into the Eng- 
lish way and hand you out a job and equip- 
ment, with all sorts of strings attached?

Expertly 
handled this procedure should maintain a fair 
level of consumer prices. It should also do 
much to remove the incentive for over-production 
since it would prevent run-away prices.

Trouble With Economists Is-- 


WASHINGTON—Economics is a wonderful subject. 
particular, knows anything about it. 


Nobody, economists in 
Every time one of these babies comes up 


with some profound yak-yak about whether we’re in for a boom or a depression, 
another says he’s whistling through his slide rule. If I were an economist, I’d keep 


it quiet and also wear false whiskers. 


But all the economists I know act like they 


are proud of it; they don’t even seem embarrassed when they get into one of their regular whango- 


pangos on the state of the nation. 


What brings on these melancholy reflections about a science that 


seldom seems to come up with the right answers are the current deliberations of Congress’ Joint Sub- 


committee on the Economic Report. 
what to do about it. 

Chairman is Sen. Paul H. Douglas, of IIli- 
nois, who used to be an economist himself. For 
years he was Professor of Economics at the 
University of Chicago. Now... well, read on: 


The lawgivers called up Russell Smith, the 
tweedy Legislative Secretary of the Farmers’ 
Union, to see what he thought they ought to do. 
Smith, a distinguished economist, read a state- 
ment which included so many big words that I 
fear he hasn't had time to do much walking be- 
hind a plow. I hate to say it, but his choice 
of English outgooked the standard Federal gob- 
ble. The main thing he wanted Congress to do 
was put up Government money for the financ- 
ing of business in case of a depression. 


“Yes,” said Sen.-Prof. Douglas, “that’s ex- 
actly what you economists wanted us to do 
just after the end of the war. Appropriate 
money to combat a depression that never 
came.” 


Economist Smith went “Ulp,” and said some- 
thing about everyone knows economics is a very 
inexact science on account of too many impon- 
derables. 

“And also,” said the Senator, who used to 
teach economics to younguns, “in February and 
March of this year we had advice of two members 
of the President’s Council of Economic Advisers 
that the problem was inflation. Even while 
prices were going down, they came up here and 
said we should do something to keep prices from 
going up. If we'd taken any steps along those 


The members are supposed to decide whither are we going and 


lines we would have made the recession worse.” 


Economist Smith said the big trouble with 
economics was that it involved those unpre- 
dictable critters known as human beings. 
They’re always messing up the best theories 
by doing what they’re not supposed to. 


“Well, all I know,” replied Sen. Douglas, “is 
that the forecasters’ fingers have been burned 
twice on two crucial occasions. Naturally, we 
are a little reluctant to launch out on these un- 
charted seas.” 


So the legislators listened to some more econo- 
mists, who didn’t agree with Economist Smith on 
steps to be taken. And then Sen. Ralph Flanders, 
the Republican machine tool builder from Ver- 
mont, said he knew one thing that ought to be 
done: Save about $4,000,000,000. 


Congress at the next session could lop 
off $2,000,000,000 from European aid, he 
said; $1,000,000,000 from the armed services, 
and another $1,000,000,000 from assorted Fed- 
eral Departments. 


Democrat Douglas slapped Republican Flan- 
ders on the back and said: “Atta boy!” Too bad 
a photographer wasn’t in the caucus room. He 
could have snapped a historic and, I hope, pro- 
phetic picturé, Unfortunately, no cameramen 
were on the job.

my plans. He suggested that I could prepare myself as well in 
America as in Scotland, and pointed out some elements of differ- 
ence that might make it easier. 

Day after day, 


I prayed for guidance, for the answer. 
night after night, I thought about it and prayed about it, but 


no answer came. The weeks passed, and I could not under- 

stand why God did not give me a plain answer. I was im- 

patient. 

Three weeks had gone by, and then one Sunday afternoon the 
answer came. I could never describe it to anyone how | knew, 
but there was no mistaking it. One moment I was walking along 
undecided—and the next moment, I knew that it was God’s will 
for me to go to America. I don’t think I could describe it any more 
accurately. But those of you who have had experience in prayer 
will understand. 

I prefer to say as little as possible about the first five months I 
spent in this country, in New Jersey. 1 worked hard for long 
hours. I dug ditches. I wielded spade and shovel. I was unem- 
ployed. I had three different jobs in five months, but no contact 
with any church, no indication of any possibility of achieving my 
ambition and following the call. 

Then came a letter from Birmingham, Ala., offering me a posi- 
tion with a newspaper there. I felt, at once, that this might be the 
second step in my guidance. So I made it a matter of prayer. 
Should I go South? Was this the way into the minjstry?. Within a 
week I knew that it was. My prayers were answered definitely 
and without doubt. I borrowed money and made my way to Bir- 
mingham. There I found friends. I met Dr. Trevor Mordecai, of 
the First Presbyterian Church, to whom I owe more than I shall 
ever be able to repay. Within the space of a few short weeks, I 
had joined the First Presbyterian Church, had been recommended 
by the Session as a candidate for the gospel ministry, I had spoken 
at prayer meeting, had been elected President of the Young 
People’s League, and had become interested in the Boy Scouts of 
that church, and had been asked to become the teacher of the Men’s 
Bible Class. 

Under the spell of all the wonderful things that had al- 
ready happened to me, I believed implicitly that a way would 

be provided, although I could not imagine how. 

Call it naive if you will, I believed the Lord would pro- 

vide a way... and so He did. 

Just before I left for seminary, the Men’s Bible Class assured me 
of their interest in my going, and that they would follow me 
through with their prayers. They pledged themselves to send me 


a specified sum every month while I was in seminary. This they | 


did for two years. Since I supplied a church in my senior year, I 
was able to graduate without debt, save that obligation to the Men’s 
Bible Class of the Old First Church, which I can never repay. 

My experience with God’s guidance did not end there, for 
in each of my first two pastorates in Georgia, I had clear and 
unmistakable indications as to where the Lord wanted me to 
go. The historic old New York Avenue Presbyterian Church 
in Washington then called me, and I prayed about the matter 
for two or three weeks. 

I simply could not feel that it was God’s will for me to come, and 
so I declined the call. Eight months later, the second call arrived, 
but this time there were factors that made it clear that it was the 
will of God. I accepted the call for that reason. I did not want 
to leave Atlanta. I was very happy there, and from every human 
consideration I wanted to stay. 

I came fo Washington believing sincerely that that was 
God’s will for me, that He had specific work here that He 
wanted me to do. Such has been the case. 

For the tap on the shoulder that called me to the ministry 
came to me, and this is the call that brooks no refusal—the 
call that we cannot ignore, the call that brings us to heel—to 
fall adoring and wondering at the feet of Christ. 

Now, if you were walking down the street, and someone came 
up behind you and tapped you on the shoulder ... what would 
Naturally, you would turn around. Well, that is exactly 
what happens in the spiritual world. ; 

A man walks on through life—with the external call ringing in 
his ears but with no response stirring in his heart, and then sudden- 
ly, without warning, the Spirit taps him on the shoulder. What 
happens? He turns around. The word “repentance” means “turn- 
ing around.” He repents and believes and is saved. 

The “tap on the shoulder” is the almighty power of God 
acting without help or hindrance upon an elect fallen sinner. 
so as to produce a new creature, and to lead into the 
particular work which .God has for him. God calls men to 
preach. 

How did preaching arise in the first place? By what right does 
a man stand before his fellows, Bible in hand, and claim their 
attention? Not because he is better than they are. ... Not because 
he has attended a theological seminary and studied Hebrew ... 
Greek ... and theology. But primarily because he is obeying a 
“tap on the shoulder.” Because God has whispered to him in the ear 
and conscripted him for the glorious company of those voices crying 
in the wilderness of life. 

God brought Moses from minding the sheep. .. . He took Amos 
from the herds of Tekoa. ... He beckoned Peter, James and John 
from the fishing boats and their nets. ... And called Livingstone 
from the mill in Blantyre, Scotland. He called Carey from his cob- 
bler’s bench. .. . He claimed Moody from the shoe store. 

From the mills, the factory and the farm they come... . From 
the ranks of mediocrity, or the gutters of sin He calls them ..., 
changes them . . . and makes them His messengers. 

The true minister is in his pulpit not because he has chosen 
that profession as an easy means of livelihood, but because he 
could not help it, because he has obeyed an imperious sum- 
mons that will not be denied. 

Such was my tap on the shoulder. The power of the gospel 
has not lessened with the passing of the years, but has a new sig- 
nificance in this poignantly questioning age, which skeptical of

Newspapers 
and radio stations cautioned resi- 
dents to conserve water. 

Lack of rainfall had crippled 
upstate reservoirs and city officials 
debated whether to lower water 
pressure in a conservation move. 

Northern New Jersey was hard 
hit and 20 communities were ad- 
vised to take emergency measures 
when two-thirds of their water 
supplies became exhausted.

As it was, William Allison, serious student at Booker T. Wash- 
ington High School lost the Statewide high school competition be- 
tween 300 high school boys and girls by the margin of a few points, 
= to Charles Kroloff, brilliant representative of Grady High 

ool. 

Young Kroloff deserved to win the contest. He spoke with sin- 
cerity and a certain ease, his content was current, a segment of 
today, and he was the unanimous choice of the three judges ap- 
pointed by the Junior Chamber of Commerce, who sponsored the 
contest in the State. 

It was not until the decision was made favoring the Grady 
entrant that the judges learned that the speaker they placed second 
was a Negro youngster who had won hands down in preliminary 
try-outs from the other Negro declaimers in the area. 

William, a slight, scholarly boy, was not distressed at missing 
the chance at a national contest, a $500 scholarship and a trip to 
Washington. He stopped his afternoon work at John Hope Branch 
library, where he goes after his split-session classes for Washing- 
ton High, and asked for criticism of his talk. 

“I appreciate getting second place,” he said earnestly, “I 
am... really very pleased.” 


William’s parents, the Andrew J. Allisons, 111 Chestnut Street, 
were pleased, too, and a little surprised. Their 16-yedr-old son, 
a twin, and one of six children, hadn’t told them he was trying out 
for the contest, though they had found him listening to a recording 
of his own speech several times, polishing slurred consonants until 
they were pointed and sharp. 

His father, a graduate of Fisk University with graduate work 
at Yale and. Harvard, served for 16 years as alumni secretary of 
Fisk, later served as superintendent of Providence Hospital. His 
mother, a gradute of Sargent College in New England, is a mem- 
ber of the faculty of Clark University, teaching physical education. 

They say William is the thoughful child, the one who helps his 
mother keep their seven-room duplex, and helps with his aging 
grandmother. 

“He is,” one of them remarked, “a self-starter.” 

There was no self-pity nor defensiveness in the speech William 
wrote on democracy, and that attracted the attention of the judges, 
too. 

“If we accept God as our father, man as our brother, and Christ 
as our Savior, we will make democracy live by living for democ- 
racy,” the boy ended. ’ 

Later he added: “Maybe I am an idealist ... but I believe 
what I said.” 

Clifford Oxford, Charles Smith, of the Atlanta Jaycees; Morris 
Abram, George Goodwin and I, who judged the contest, were 
enormously touched by these youngsters preaching democracy.

_ British Women Dress Well, 
Eyes on Economy, Utility 


New York Fashion Authority Eleanor Lambert has just 
returned from a tour of six Western European countries where 
she observed in detail what the women are wearing today. 

In the following article, second of a series, she tells what 
the average working woman in London possesses in the way 
of clothes, and what she is up against in her efforts to be prop- 
erly dressed despite sky-high prices and shortages. .

NEW YORK—England is oppressively drab, but its women are 


no longer dowdy. 


The grim atmosphere of a nation with slender resources, where 
almost every article of daily life is either rationed or hard to find— 


all this has one bright spark of contrast. 


Women have developed a 


know-how in dressing that has vastly improved their general ap- 


pearance. 

As always, tweeds and flan- 
nels were the favorite daytime 
fashions, but somewhere along 
the line their prewar bagginess 
had been converted to nipped-in 
waistlines, velvet touches and 
perfectly-hanging hems above 
nylon stockings and polish calf 
pumps. 

Colors have become really 
colorful—no more of those pre- 
war sad browns and washed out 
robin’s egg blue. The pullover 
and skirt, with or without a 
jacket, was apt to be bright 
tartan plaid. 


Knitting is the rage in London. 
Working girls have whole col- 
lections of intricately knitted 
pullovers taken from American 
pattern books. 

A triple strand of pearls, 
whether true or false, went 
along with almost every sweater. 

Since England’s clothes ration- 
ing ended about a year ago, Lon- 
don’s big department stores and 
Oxford Street shops have gradu- 
ally filled with merchandise. 
But to find your size, your fa- 
vorite color and the right price 
is a major problem. 

I walked through the women’s 
clothing departments and the 
new teen-age section in London’s 
largest fashion store, 


ready made coats, suits and wool 
dresses at from six to eight 
pounds ($17-$22). 

I also shuddered at some of 
the shoddiest rayon dresses I 
have ever seen. But it was sig- 
nificant to me that the good 
woolens seemed to be selling 
briskly, while the dreary rayons 
hung unnoticed on the racks. 

“It’s no good buying a cheap 
thing,” said Jean Green, a 
blonde Londoner who works as 
a secretary, earning six pounds 
a week. “I learned to know good 


fabric during the war, when a 
mistake meant wearing it any- 
way. Now I wait for weeks to 
find the right dress.” 

Jean Green, who “has to look 
nice in the office” has five dress- 
es, four coats, one suit, two 
skirts, five blouses and four 
sweaters, ranging in length of 
service from four years to three 
months. 

The most expensive item in 
her wardrobe is a fitted black 
broadcloth coat, bought three 
years ago during rationing for 
17 guineas (about $70 then). 

Jean has one pair of American 

nylon stockings, a cherished gift 
she received six months ago. 
She has one other pair of ny- 
lons —English-made and “not 
nearly so nice.” They cost 11/8 
(about $2). 
« Among her five pairs of shoes, 
Jean counts first her black leath- 
er moccasins, which she bought 
to go with her suit. They are 
made in the best English tradi- 
tion (and American shape) and 
cost two guineas ($8) right after 
shoe rationing went off. 

The meaning of “utility” and 
“austerity” is still strong in 
English women. Even the rich

something as tenacious as Scotch tape is around to do the job, 


she warned. 

For color, the best general 
rtile is to pick up a ribbon which 
will highlight the paper design, 
so that the bow now becomes 
a part of the finished package, 
not a thing apart. For dark 
background, of which more and 
more are on the market every 
year, it is wise to pick the light- 
est color in the design for your 
bow, as a dark ribbon onia dark 
paper makes a dull, heavy ef- 
fect. 

The secret of your success 
depends to a great extent on 
how you approach the objects 
to be wrapped. Hold them 
firmly in your hands, wrap 
them tightly and smoothly, se- 
cure them at all openings with 
gummed tape, then tie them 
with ribbon.

Frequently, you'll find that a 
large pattern is perfect for a 
specific small package. All that 
is required then is to center the 
Paper properly on the face of 
the package, so that the desired 
part of the design shows. When 
this is done, the best place for 
the bow is generally on top of 
the package. Diagonal patterns 
and stripes are especially good 
for round boxes. All-over repeat 
patterns allow for a bow almost 
anywhere, but pictorial designs 
should be left to show, with the 
bow placed offside somewhere.
